1. H.B. 222S2  Open and Public Meetings - Electronic Notice   (Rep. Dougall)

Rep. Dougall  explained the bill.

statement called "The Sense of the Senate" that is issued by :

25 C a written statement  , called "The Sense of the Legislature,"  that{ }

contains the

26 signatures of a majority of the members of the House and a majority of the

27 members of the Senate; and 

2. Page 3, Lines 62 through 63:

62 (2)  A written statement under Subsection (1)  (b)  shall be referred to as "The{ }

Sense of

63 the Legislature."
